Repressive Legislation and immigrants’ PrebJems 
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Gary Lawton is middle-aged, licavy 
set and quite bald. But Gary Lawton 
was an active coirmi:; r y leader, lead- 
ing struggles on sue! issues as jobs, 
bousing and discrinu .Uion. So they 
picked up Gary Lav. 1 , 1 and held him 
in jail for almost two ears — without 
bail to lids very day 

This despite the to, \ lack of com- 
parison with Lawton * physical ap- 
pearance and the add* { fact that Mr. 
Lawton voluntarily su flitted to three 
separate lie detector t >ts and passed 
them ail with living co rs. 

His trial, scheduled to begin on 
September lllh, has i * w been moved 
to isolated Indio, C Tornia, whole 
the minority popula* u is less than 
one per cent as comp, red to the 25% 
minority make-up in Riverside. The 
cost and ability to pr wide adequate 
legal aid for a trial in ,ndio becomes 
greater and more di ftk* dt. In addition, 
the charge has now b changed to 
conspiracy to commit y order, a legal- 
istic device which ah.ws the police 
to drag in hearsay evidence which 
would not be a Howe i in a regular 
murder case. Even a Perry Mason 
murder case would have a bard time 
making the Lawton case lock* straight” 
with no traces of rceistn, and the 
obvious attempt to intimidate an en- 
tire Black Riverside community. Gary 
Lawton is innocent. He too, is a victim 
of political, racist repression. 


DANIEL EIX5BECG & ANTHONY 
RUSSO: Is this case a simple matter 
of prosecuting a criminal act, or is it 
too a politically repressive motivated 
trial? ' 

While the Supreme Court will rule 
in October on mailers related to gov-, 
emmental wire-tappin ' in connection 
with this case, as o* this moment, 
EHsberg and Russo face a total of 150 



years in jail on a ch irge of conspiracy 
to commit theft and espionage iu the 
case of the Pentagon Papers. 

The papers were “classified ” true. 
They did not contain information about 
weapons, codes, troop movements or 
other so-called ‘sensitive” military 
matters. They did contain a history of 
the United States involvement in Viet 
Kam that proved that the Ameiican 
people, and the world, had been lied 
to over the years. 

The Supreme Court ruled 6-3 that 
the N.Y. Times had a right to print the 
Pentagon Papers. Former President 
Johnson used information from the 
same "classified” sources in his pub- 
lished book, without punishment or 
criticism. Both profited fim such 
publication. 

Neither Ellsberg nor Russ ) received 
one dime for their act of rivaling the 
Pentagon Paper facts to t e public. 
Their reasons were more "dangerous.” 
They believed 6 l» tv people had a right 
Uj the truth. They were convinced 
that the people had to hnov he facts 
if the criminal, disastrous %/ et Nam 
war was to be stopped.

Hi did de- 
mand that he able to talk to the people 
over television and radio. lie wanted 
people to luiow that his children and 
others like them attended ha 1 schools, 
are often the victims of lav enforce- 
ment brutality. He called br equal 
ri gilts for all people and felt bat if the 
people knew the facts, much could be

changed and corrected. Then he quiet- 
ly gave himself up. 

Now, Chavez- Ortiz is convicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment with 
the possibility, after psychiatric obser- 
vation, of having the sentence reduced 
to 20 years with no possibility of 
parole. This occurred during the same 
week, that a Harold Ohlcmachcr, 
found guilty in a "skyjacking” extor- 
tion case, in which* he posed as a CIA 
agent, and sough? to secure $150,050 
from Continental Airlines, was placed 
on probation. 

Was Chavez-Ortiz* outcry against 
discrimination and repression, and his 
desire to let people know the truth 
really very different from the Ellsburg- 
Russo case? 


3ERONEW.0 ORTEGA: His ca-o his- 
tory certainly didn't start as a "politi- 
cal” matter. Ortega originally, at the 

y» , . - -»* "“J 
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of eighteen, 
was arrested for [Xb. 
possession of two 
marijuana cigar- 
ettes. For this 
"crime” he was 
sentenced to one- 
lo-ten years and 
served the full ten 
years in prison. 

Those ten years 
were an education 
for Oitega. He 
became a militant 
in the process, the 
Chairman of COPA, Chicano prison- 
ers* organization which eventually 
spread slate-wide. The brother also 
tried to found a trade union inside 
prison walls, recognizing that prison- 
ers are brutally exploited by the state 
in a variety of prison industries, work- 
ing long horns under often dangerous 
conditions for wages as low as 2c per 
hour. Ortega saw that the only way to 
fight such exploitation was to fight it. 
‘ The brother’s concern for fellow prison- 
ers was rewarded by prison adminis- 
trators by beatings and long stints in 
the hole. 
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Finally paroled, Bro. Ortega was 
nearly killed by police during a "rou- 
tine” search (he lost use of one iung, 
in fact) and was returned to jail for the 
"crime” of living with his wife and 
children instead of,in a state facility. 
Recently framed and convicted on yet 
anoLhsr felony, Bro. Ortega continues 
to fight for his life, another victim of 
the vicious racism rampant in this land. 
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The Provisional Committee for a United Defense Organi- 
zation finds it i»ocessmy to in it hue this coalition ofibrecs-*- 
not with a celebration — but with a struggle. Accordingly, 
we have set the* date: we'ie calling on all concerned people 
to join with us SepL 23*24 ioi a weekend of supportive 
activities to aid the defend cjfoRs of political pnsoners in 
Southern CaUfornui.

ANSWERS TO SOME QUESTIONS 
ABOUT ACLU MEMBERSHIP 


I. ACLU MEMBERSHIP AND FISCAL YEAR . We have approximately 15,000 members in Southern 
California. Our calendar year is Jan. 1 to Dec. 31. NEW members who join for the first 
time in the last three months of a given year are not billed during the following calendar j 

year. OLD members who do not send their membership renewal until the last three months of jf\ 

a given year ARE BILLED the following January for the fiscal year commencing that January. | 


II. MEMBERSHIP CARDS are sent to you with the first renewal notice — on the assumption 
you will renew for the next year. 

III. A PERSON WHO SENDS DUES TO THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA OFFICE automatically becomes a 
member of National ACLU and of his/her area chapter of ACLUSC. 40% of the dues are sent 

to National for the national ACLU program, 60% are retained for work in Southern California. 


IV. MEMBERSHIP DUES SENT TO N.Y. are processed very slowly, and we are often not informed 
for many months. Since the Southern California office is responsible for ali billings , this 
accounts for our billing what we think are "non-renewed" members, months after they have 

sent their renewal check to N.Y. We, therefore, urge you to renew through this office. j 

V. LETTERS FROM NATIONAL ACLU IN N.Y. are sent to hundreds of thousands of subscribers to 
national publications, ASKING THEM TO JOIN ACLU. Because of the prohibitive cost of cross- 
checking to weed out those who already are ACLU members, members who subscribe to several 
publications may get many such letters asking them to join. THESE ARE NOT RENEWAL BILLS. 

They can be put to very good use, if you are willing to send them on to non-members among 
your friends and acquaintances. 

VI. CHECKS MADE OUT TO ACLU FOR SPECIAL EVENTS such as movie previews, garden parties, etc. 

are not credited as membership dues. These special events are tun for the specific purpose j 

of adding desperately needed funds over and above membership income because the latter can- 
not completely pay for all our work. Such checks are recorded as admission tickets sold 
for the events. 


VII. NEW MEMBER RECRUITMENT MAILINGS are sent out by the thousands during the year. Direct 
mail is the most effective way of recruiting new members. We are quite properly banned 
from physical examination of the lists we rent. Therefore, since you are probably active 
in other causes, you may receive one of the these mailings. We do not mean to insult you 
and hope you will help our efforts by passing on the material to non-members among your 
acquaintances . 

VIII. THE CLOSING DATE FOR OUR SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA COMPUT ER IS THE 15th OF EACH MONTH. 

Thus, if your renewal check gets to this office on the 17th of the month, the computer 
will automatically bill you once more. The time gap is closed by the 15th of the next 
month. 


XX. THE FACT THAT YOU STILL RECEIVE THE OPEN FORUM AND OTHER NOTICES does not mean £er se 
that you have sent your membership renewal. We try to carry you for as long as possible, 
hoping that you will stick with us... 

because the fact of the matter is that as desperately as we need your membership dues, 
we need your support as a member of that small embattled group which deeply cares about 
the survival of the Bill of Rights. There is strength in numbers. WE NEED YOU , YOUR 
VOICE AND COMMITMENT, AS WELL AS YOUR FINANCIAL CONTRIBUTION. 

PLEASE FREE YOUR MONEY to do what you want it to do by sending your renewal NOW - TODAY 
if at all possible. THE U.S. POST OFFICE, THE PRINTER, PACIFIC TELEPHONE will not be 
grateful to you, but your money will work directly for civil liberties. . .and that * s a 
good thing!
